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CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 

OF   THE 

PROFESSIONAL  CLUB 

'  OSCAR  PRIMELLE8. 


Article  1.  The  Club  shall  be  named 
Oscar  Primelles. 

Article  2.  Its  object  is  to  collect  and 
distribute,  in  the  most  effective  manner,  all 
kinds  of  medical  and  surgical  supplies  des- 
tined for  the  revolutionary  armies  of  Cuba 
and  Porto-Rico. 

Article  3.  The  supplies  being  properly 
classified  and  arranged,  shall  be  placed  at 
the  disposal  of  the  Delegate  of  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  Cuban  Republic  in  the  United 
States,  in  order  that  he  shall  forward  them 
to  their  destination. 
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Article  4.  The  Club  shall  be  composed 
of  doctors,  pharmacists,  dentists,  and  all  per- 
sons who  may  desire  to  cooperate  toward  the 
ends  for  which  this  Club  has  been  established. 

Article  5.  The  members  shall  be  divided 
into — Founders,  those  wTho  contribute  to  the 
establishment  of  the  Club ;  Active,  those 
who  shall  enroll  themselves  subsequent  to 
its  establishment,  accepting  the  conditions 
of  the  Founders ;  Benefactors,  those  who 
shall  contribute,  at  one  time,  toward  the 
funds  of  the  Club,  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
dollars  or  more,  in  cash  or  in  medical  effects ; 
Honorary,  those  upon  whom  the  Club,  by  a 
majority  of  its  votes,  shall  bestow  this  title. 

Article  6.  In  order  to  join  the  Club,  the 
name  must  be  proposed  by  a  member  and 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Article  7.  The  Founders  and  Active 
members  of  the  Club  shall  contribute,  in 
monthly  installments,  to  the  funds  of  the 


Club,  in  cash  or  medical  supplies;   the  dues 
not  being  fixed. 

Article  8.  The  Club  is  authorized  to  so- 
licit contributions  of  all  kinds,  for  which  it 
shall  render  its  receipt. 

Article  9.  The  Club  may  receive  dona- 
tions, in  cash  or  in  effects. 

Article  10.  The  Treasurer  shall  render 
a  monthly  statement  of  the  money  and  effects 
received  and  distributed. 

Article  11.  The  Club  shall  not  employ 
any  of  the  sums  received  for  any  other  ob- 
ject than  that  expressed  in  Article  2.  Ex- 
penses of  every  other  nature  shall  be  covered 
by  assessments  among  the  Founders  and 
Active  members. 

Article  12.  The  Club  shall  elect  a  Board 
of  Directors,  composed  of  a  President,  a  Vice- 
President,  a  Treasurer,  a  Corresponding  Sec- 
retary, a  Recording  Secretary,  and  16  Direc- 
tors.    This  Board  shall  serve  one  year. 

Article  13.  Five  members  of  the  Board 
of  Directors,  including  the  President  or  Vice 
President,  in  session  assembled,  shall  consti- 
tute a  quorum. 


Article  14.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall 
meet  as  often  as  it  may  deem  necessary,  the 
President  having  previously  notified  the 
members. 

Article  15.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall 
have  special  and  complete  authority  to  do  all 
that  in  their  opinion  may  redound  to  the 
benefit  of  the  Club,  and  tend  toward  the  ful- 
fillment of  its  object,  rendering  an  account 
to  the  members  at  the  first  succeeding  gen- 
eral session. 

Article  16.  The  Club  shall  assemble  in 
general  session  on  the  15th  day  of  each  month. 
The  session  shall  proceed  with  the  number 
of  members  present. 

Article  17.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall 
have  the  power  to  call  extraordinary  sessions. 

Article  18.  The  Club  shall  have  the 
power  to  amend,  modify,  amplify  or  change 
this  Constitution  and  By-Laws  upon  the  pro- 
position of  any  of  its  members,  in  a  general 
session  convoked  for  that  purpose,  or  by  the 
absolute  majority  of  all  its  Founders  and 
Active  members.
